to do is to make certain of the nature 
of tKe ailment. For" this, a doctor 
must be called. 


Do not take illnesses lightly; as most 


1 of the common infectious diseases be- 


gin in just about the same way. The 


' child who is listless, drowsy, flushed, 
and breathing with difficulty is ob- 
viously a sick child. The one who is 
alert, smiling, and playful is more 
likely to be healthy. A child who 
looks well probably feels well. 


It is not absolutely safe, however, to 


trust merely to the appearance of the 
Child, as a sign, of its physical condi- 
tion. It is much better to know with 
' crtainty than to tak a chance. 


An adult' is able to say something 


about the state ofhis health; not so 
the child. The examination of a sick 
baby, therefore, is much more difficult 


* than the examination of an adult. 


Specialists in diseases of children 


are compelled to make their diagnoses 
on the basis of thei rown observations, 
helped somewhat by the advice of an 


, intelligent mother or nurse. 


Some people are inclined to "pooh- 


' pboh" the help of a mother or nurse,

but because of their constant familiar- 
ity with the condition of the child, 
they know better than the doctor, who 
is called for the first time, whether 
changes are taking place. 


If the baby's face is swollen, if its 


eyes are almost closed, and if it has all 
the appearances of acute illness, any- 
one can tell that something is wrong. 
The real art of scientific observation 
is applied when conditions are merely 
beginning to be wrong. 


If a baby is ill, it cries with a fretful 


and moaning cry which differs from 
that of the healthy baby. 


The moment a child shows signs of 


illness, it should be put to bed. If 
the child is an infant, the food should 
be cut down to half the strength; if it 
is an older child, only 
fluid 
food 


should be given. If its skin seems to 
be hotter than usual, its temperature 
should be taken. 


In the presence of a fever, it is well 


to call the doctor immediately. Do 
not give any medicine— even a cath- 
artic or a laxative — until the doctor 
orders it. Until the doctor comes, all 
other children should be excluded 
from the room.
